When a passenger stretches lus legs 
acroas-a horse car, or sits bideuays with 
his feet m his neighbor s iia^, and looks 
like a thunder cloud at any one who 
stumbles over him, he is Bimpl> a nuis- 
ance and intensely disagreeable.

about eight by twelve inches, and about 
lalf an inch thick. Each block repre 
sents two leaves, or foui pages of the 
wok, being engra\ ed on both sides The 
jlocks foi a complete \vork can thus be 
itoweda\\ay in a veiy small compass. 
The cost of engraving a page of these 
wooden blocks is said to be but little 
moio than the expanse of setting up a 
Mge of Chinese type and pieparing it 
:oi the press 
An edition of one copy 


can be printed if no rnoio are required, 
and thus the expense of keeping a large 
slock of printed books on hand is en 
Urely avoided. Any errors or mispnnta 
that may be discovered oao, as a role, be 
corrected on the blocks with but very 
little trouble 
A skillful printer can 


print by hand 5,000 leu\es ot two pages 
each a day, using no piesa or machinery 
whatever 
He supplies his own tools, 


and leceives as wages about one shilling 
n day 
The paper ordinarily used is 


white, and of the best quality, although 
a yellowish kind is also made use of at a 
lediectiouof twenty pei cent on the sell- 
ing pnce. The books aie bound m the 
uiuol Chinese style, aud fastened -with 
\\lnte silk thread 
They present an ap- 


pearance which balisfies the taste of the 
most fastidious native.

pnntx d only on one side

I 
see no reason why conversation cannot be 
carried on between New York and Smi 
Francisco, and have no hesitation in sa> - 
ing that within a year conversation be 
tween here ami Chicago will be a matter 
of honrlj oconrrraee. No change what- 
ever will IK> neeesgary in the present ap- 
paratus, except in substituting four cells 
for one and in differently prepared rar- 
bon. 


The imagination is free to count 


up what will be the result vhen a 
man in Chicago can go to his tclo- 
phone and call up by a simple "hel- 
lo" any person he wishes inSt Louis, 
New York, W«oliiugtou, Boston, or 
New Orleans, and speak to him free- 
ly, and as distinctly, and with no 
greater voice, than if he were pres 
ent in the same room. Electricity 
has made marvelous strides since 
Morse, less than forty years ago, 
strung his first wires and opened his 
first line of telegraph, a distance of 
forty • miles. The telephone has al 
ready surpassed that, and it is im- 
possible to place any limitation upon 
its possible capacity. The promise 
is now that in a very brief time con- 
versation between cities and towns 
and States and sections of the conn 
try will be as common and as uni- 
versal as it is now between the 
dif- 


ferent parts of this city, and that the 
telephone of the future will be so far 
improved and enlarged and adapted 
to common use that conversation be- 
tween people will know no interfer- 
ence by the mere accident of dis- 
tance.- (.'hicayo Tribune.

honestly that a well-regulated license 
system is the best—just such a one as we 
liave—and these friends don't feel like 
being saddled with any heavier taxes 
than they are at this tune paying. And 
there are men engaged directly in the 
liquor business who deal with men whose 
names appear on these committees, and 
their action on such committees would 
simply he to say to these liquor dealers, 
we don't cesire yonr money «r trade, but 
we propose to drive you out of business 
by making itjllegal. Do'Lthe voters of 
this city desire the sixteen well-regulated 
saloons now here, fully under police con- 
trol, closing up promptly at stated hours 
at night and on Sunday, paying 88,000 
into the city treasury each year, besides 
their own taxes, or do they desire these 
places closed and in their places thirty or 
forty "possum, dens" and the lawsuits of 
two years ago, where men will refuse to 
convict the sellers of "St. John> Tea."

Amuse tbe Children. 


Parents would spare themselves many 


an anxious, bitter moment, in afteryears, 
if, in the training of their children, ttay 
would direct more special attention to 
interesting and amusing them. Instead 
of making home a prison house, as it 
were, where quiet must reign supreme, 
and all hilarity be suppressed, make it the 
one bright spot of all others, where} joy 
may be naconfinecl. 'Teach them to be 
decorous in the presence of, and deferen- 
tial to their elders, bnt encourage them to 
langh and be happy, and promote, so far 
as'you may, all their schemes for enjoy- 
ment—not omitting timely cautions to be 
careful of their clothes and of the furni- 
ture. Furnish them the means of happily 
spending kth« hours with their parents at 
home, and when they grow older they will 
have learned to love home above all oth- 
er placeg, and will have no occasion to 
seek pleasure elsewhere. Bear all this in 
mind, aH you who have the care of chil- 
dren, and in your declining years you will 
have a stay and comfort in the compan- 
ionship of your grown-np sons and daugh- 
ters, instead of, as is too often the case, 
perplexing your brains in vain surmises 
as to how and where they spend their 
evenings. 


How to Make Good Coffee. 


To roakecoflee,allow a heapingteaspoon- 
ful to every person, and a cup and a half 
of water. Mix the ground coffee with the 
white of an egg and a little cold water, 
stirring them well together. Add one- 
third of the amount required of cold water 
and heat gradually. As soon as it comes 
to a boil add another portion of cold wa- 
ter, and in like manner the third portion. 
Then let it boil up once, pour into the pot 
a little cold water, remova from the fire, 
and, after standing a few minutes it will 
be ready for use. Another food method 
is to mix the coffee to a paste with a little 
cold water, then odd to it as much boiling 
water AS desired and let it stand for ten 
or fifteen minutes where it will keep hot, 
but not boil.

Care of China, Glass and Silver. 
Ladies, if yon wish to preserve 


your pet china, and ma^e your glass 
and silver sparkle and shine, wash 
them yourselves, and use a mop for 
the purpose. A sufferer from care- 
less servants gives these directions: 


"This mop should be made of soft 


crochet cotton, tied or crocheted in 
tassel-like form around a handle, 
with a turned knob at the end for 
this purpose. Such mops may be 
bought in the shops for a quarter. 
Fastidious people have two pans of 
water, and one clear for rinsing. 
The china should be wiped immedi- 
ately from the pan with a dry towel, 
and not left to drain, and at least 
two tea towels should be in use for a 
single time. The glasses should be 
washed first, and held obliquely when 
dipped in the water, so as to let the 
heat of the water strike them gradu- 
ally. The silver should be wiped 
.hot, and then rubbed over with a 
piece of chamois skin; with this 
treatment it is always in condition, 
and rarely needs a special clay for 
cleaning."
